13* COMMENTS t (To include estimates of Subject’s importance and influence) 

a* Subject stated t^at ’’e has not and will not talk to any person except 
those representing official American agencies# This statement is borne 
out by the fact that the jail officials were very surprised at the length 
of time that the undersigned Agents talked to Subject, since they had 
obtained no information frera him other than personal statistics* Subject 
stated that he was very willing to arawar any questions that the under- 
signed Agent presented him and that ha had nothing to hide* m practice, 
turnover, subject appears to have "forgotten" a number of details, particular- 
ly for the period 1933 through 19L5* It is questionable, that for that 
period of time, subject appears to remark er about as many details concern- 
ing himself as about his brother, with whoa he was allegedly out of contact* 
Subject does not volunteer information, but answers direct questions with 
simple answers, an n I don’t know", or an K I cannot reaexdber". Subject 
exhibits a paradoxical memory; for example, he can recall with ease hia 
childhood address where he *as not been for 36 years, but he had extreme 
difficulty in remembering his daughter's name who was one of '’is reasons 
(allegedly) for not turning hies elf in earlier (Soe paragraph 13c bolcw). 

In this latter case, h G pondered for a full five minutes, attracting to 
recall her name (Birkit), and h e nrssed off ^is forget fullness by saying 
that he ' i ad always called *er "Bobe" • 
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v;hen specific events or personalities are mentioned to subject, he trill 
often recall details that he has omitted in general questionings. An 
example of this would be that subject was questioned at one point ca 
whether he associated with or knew any of the functionaries of the Third 
Reich. Re replied in the negative, but at a later time, when it was sug- 
gested that he would have had considerable contact with HISS and iiAUSnOPER, 
Subject said that *e had known them from before 1933* 



b. Subject stated that he had last seei his brother, JArtin BOItt&HN, cn 
the evening of 21 April 19h5, and that in his personal opinion, he felt 
th«t his brother was dead. However, he readily admitted that he nor anyone 
whom he knew 'uuld prove Martin BORUANN's death. Subject repeated the 
newspaper ite^ that he had read intimating that Martin BOFMLNN might be 
in Russia, Poland, Switzerland, Spain or South America. Subject further 
stated that any of the higher ranking personalities with whoa his brother 
was acquainted would most certainly aid hia brother’s escape from Germany, 
and that if such persons were definitely outside of Germany at the present 
time, there would be a possibility that Martin BORMANK was with then car 
was in contact with them. 



c. Subject stated that h e had not turned himself over to proper authorities 
prior to April 19b 9 because he wished to make arrangement* far the safe- 
keeping of his family. He also stated that shortly after the war. he felt 
that he might have been given harsh treatment because of the reputation 

of his brother. Da line with this, Subject initially stated that h* had 
been advised by members of v is family to remain incognito longer. However, 
later in an interview. Subject denied that anyone whom h e contacted from 
19U5 until 19h9 knew his real identity, with the" exception of one minor 
party official that he met on the streets of FORSTTNG during the fall of 
1913. Subject would not clarify the discrepancy and only restated that 
no one knew his identity. 

d. It is felt that subject has demonstrated an expected reluctance to 

' divulging detailed information regarding his position in the Third Reich. 

The effect of this reluctance could possibly be removed should he be 
questioned by persons having a conprchensive background of the personalities 
and events of that period of German history. It is, therefore, recomn ended, 
if it is felt by higher headquarters that Subject my be able to add to 
certain possibly missing details regarding the Third Reich and its per- 
sonalities, t^at Subject be further questioned by such qualified interrogators •
